Can any Body, who wil’ ufe their Reafon, fup- 
pofe that thofe Gentlemen of Learning could 
bear to be calied Blafpheamers, if they could 
defend themfelves? Surely no; ‘tis not the firft 
— time that learned Men have teen made Fools 
of, even by Men of little Learning, when they 
contend about Religion. But to confider thefe 
Texts, which I fuppofe, when put in a clear 
Light, will deftroy the forementioned Image, 
but not as they have been underftood thefe 
many Hundreds of Years: For when ’tis faid 
Chrift died for our Sins or Offences, and rofé 
again for our Juftification, that he bore our Sins 
in his own Body on the Crofs, and the like, 
thefe Expreffions cannot be applied to any fince 
that Generation in which Chrift lived, and for 
whofe Sins he died, as I think I have fafficiently 
proved in a late Pamphlet entitled, Chriftianity 
refined, and is again{t Popery, Calvinifm and 
Deifm, which has never yet received an Anfwer. 
Every one who gives the leaft Attention to the 


_ Argument, can fee that their Sins could be of 


no weight on Chrift, who were not then born, 
uhlefs they were imputed to him before they 
Were committed; which Notion of imputing 
Sin to the Innocent does fuppofe that God was 


—unjuft both to Chrift and alfo to Mankind in 
general.

“general, Firft, ’tis unjuft to impute Mens Sins to 
Chrift, or punith him for them; and fecondly, 
’Tis unjuft to punith them for Sin for 
whom Chrift died: But thefe Arguments have 
been particularly confidered by me, in feveral late 
Pamphlets againft Mr. Whitefield, Mr. Sea- 
grave, Mr. Fleming, Mr. Chubb, Mr. Hallett 
and feveral namelefg Authors, which remain 
unan{wered. I take it for granted, therefore; 
that Chrift did not die for Mens Sins before 
they were born ; nor did juftify Men ’till they 
were accufed of fome Crimes, and therefore 
none could be juftified by him, before they were 
born. It may be proper here, to compare the 
old Scheme and new together; that fo my 
Reader may difcern where the Miftake lieth, 
and which ‘of the two tend to promote the 
Saints Kingdom ; and which of thefe Opinions 
tend to fupport the forementioned Image or 
Kingdom, which Satan fet up: Aad then, 
Firft, The old Notion of Chnift’s dying for 
Sins, and of his juftifyin of Sinners, is that he 
merited the holy Spirit of God to beftow it on 
Men, to make them able to repent, that fo they 
might be juftified and pardon’d ; this Notion is 
contrary to Scripture. The Holy Spirit is there 
faid to be given, and never faid to be merited ; 
tis contrary to God's Perfedctions, to fuppofe 
that he will not give his holy Spirit to them that 
afk him, Luke xi. 13. And Reafon tells us, 
that if ‘tis merited, then "tis not given ; and then 
Men are more beholden to Chrift than they are 
to God for the Affiftance of the Holy sf? ; 


. 
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but this Notion is fo contrary to Scripture and © 
Reafon, as well as to God's Perfections, that 
none can defend it notwithftanding ’tis fo uni- 
verfally believed ; the natural Confequence of 
this Notion, is not only horrid Blafphemy a- 

inft God and his Son, as it fuppofes them 
both, if they are alike, to give nothing unlefs 
"tis merited, nor to forgive without Satisfaétion ; 
but ’tis alfo the Caufe of ‘Cruelty and Mifery a- 
mong the Creatures, as it fuppofes, to be inhu- 
mane and cruel, isto imitate God. This No- 
tion naturally tends to fupport the foremention’d 
diabolical Image, and to-hinder the Saints King- 
dom from increafing: But the new Scheme is 
quite contrary to the old ; Namely, that thofe 
Bleffings and Favours beftow'd on Men, is a 
free Favour from God to fuch as need it, and 
improve it; he gives more Grace to the hum- 
ble, and will give his holy Spirit to them who 
‘ask it of him. Seek and ye fhall find, afk and 
it fhall be given you, is Scripture Language ; 
and not one Word of thefe things being me- 
rited, who can defend the old Scheme without 
a Sword i in their Hands: Arguments fail'them, 
- and now the Sword is wrefted out of their 
Hands, and there is nothing left to fupport it, 
but old, dry, decaying Prejudices. And I think 
the Kingdom of the Saints is already begun, 
tho’ the Saints themfelves are fo ftupid as to 
oppofe their own Intereft, as the Yews did ; 
but thefe things will appear yer plainer byand by. 

Secondly, Another Part of the old Scheme is, | 

that Chrift merited Mens Pardon of God ; but 


pray 


\ 
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' pray what Need have they of Pardon, whofe 
Sins are all fatished? For, as according to the 
old Scheme, by the Sacrifice of Chrift, this is 
the Mountain of Inconfiftencies, thrown up by 
our Fore-fathers, and called by them Chriftia- 
pi nity: Yet, out of this Mount of Confufion, . 
does appear a Stone of Order, which fhall grow 
and increafe fo as to fill the whole Earth; or in 
other Words, thew the Unreafonablenefs of all 
other Opinions, which has gone before, in com- 
parifon of it. "Tisynot becaufe ’tis difficult to 
underftand how Men, yea ali Men were for- 
given their paft Sins, by Chrift’s Undertaking 
Sufferings and Death ; as is I think fully ex- 
plained in my forementioned Pamphlets ; not 
becaufe he fatisied God’s Juftice for their Sins, — 
but becaufe he thereby put down thofe Autho- 
rities and Powers, which would have over pu- 
nifhed them for their Sins of Ignorance, which 
by the Forebearance or Patience of God were 
forgiven, Rom. iii. 

Thirdly, Thofe of the old Scheme will have 
it, that Repentance is always fuppofed, where 
Forgivenefs of Sins are mentioned; and tho’ 
fome fuppofe that Men are irrefiftably wrought 
on to caufe them to repent ; and others fay nay, 
yet the new Scheme is, that there is a Sort 
of Forgivenefs mentioned in Scripture, through 
or by Chrift, which is not attended with Re- 
pentance: That is, they are not forgiven, be- 
caufe they repent, but becaufe of Chrift’s Under- 
taking, or becaufe of the Mercy and Forbear- 


ance of God. Rom. iii, 25. Col. ii. 13. 1 fobn, 
ii, 


A 
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ii. 12. Col. i. 14. Epbe. i. 7. Col. iii. 13. Thefe® 
and many other Texts which might be men- 
tioned, do not put Repentance as the Caufe 
of Forgivenefs, but Chriit’s Undertaking, and 
the Forbearance of God, that is, as I underftand 
it, and have explained it in the forementioned 
‘Pamphlets. Chrift by his Humility conquered 
thofe Beings, who had a mind to deftroy the 
then ignorant World, in the Falnefs of Time, 
and in thofe Times of Ignorance God winked 
at, or did not act in ftridt Severity againft 
them. This don’t argue that God do general- 
ly forgive Sins without Repentance, becaufe it | 
was fo then, and indeed the grand Caufe why 
{» much Confufion has been in Religion, is be- 
caufe Chriftians have been taught'to apply Ex- ~ 
pretlions ufed in the Bible, to Perfons whofe 
Cate it does not fute, as I have proved long ago. 
This great Kindoefs and Favour of God and 
his Son to that Generation, is mentioned, and left 
on Record for our Learning, that all Chriftians 
fhould be led to imitate their Creator and Re- 
deemer, in being free from a revengeful Dif 
fition, as you may fee if you confult the foremen- 
tione| Texts. This is the Stone which will 
deftioy Pride, Envy, Selfifhnefs, and Difcord 
out of the World, as far as it prevails, and at 
Jaft will, according to God’s Word, fill the 
whole Earth. This you fee is the.natural Con- 
fequence of this new Scheme ; but fo long as 
Chriftians are taught that God is a revengeful 
Being, who will not forgive penitent Sinners 
withou. Satisfuction, according to the old 
Scheme, 


| 
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Scheme, there can be no real Reformation, 
which muft unavoidably be the Cafe, if we 
make no Diftinétion between the Forgivenefs 
in Chrift’s Day, on account of his Undertak- 
ing and Forgivenefs in common in other Ages 
of the World, when they repent; and to 
affirm that God will thus pardon and juftify Men 
throughout all Generations and to Eternity, 
becaufe he did fo then, is contrary to Reafon 
as well as to Scripture, and I believe none can 
contradi€& me herein: If they can, why don't 
they? Are all the learned Worldlings become 
Fools? Can none of them fay one Word in De- 
fence of their old diabolical Scheme? Muft an 
Infant in Learning confound the wife and 
learned Worldings? This is of God and not of - 
Man? Did any of our learned Divines ever 
fhew the Reafonablenefs of Sacrifices under the 
Law, "till did, in Anfwer to Dr. Morgan's 
Moral Philofopber, in Vindication of the Bible? 
I have not been difobedient to the heavenly 
Vifion, I have ventured mv All for the Sake of 
Truth, and am counted a Fool for my Pains: 
But I look fo the Réecompence of Reward , not 
a Keward of Men but of God: I expect no o- 
ther Reward of Men for what I have done for 
Truth than what I have always had; Poverty 
and Contémpt, to be a Man of Sorrows, and 
acquainted with Grief, as my Mafter was before 
me. I may, perhaps, another time fhew the 
World fome of the Miferies which I have un- 
dergone for the fake of Religion, even in a Day 
of Liberty, and by them which pretend to be 

utterly 
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utterly againft Perfecution. If any. one had 
advanced fuch Arguments as I have, a hundred 
Yearsago, I don’t believe they could live in this 
World one Year after without a continual Scene 
of Miracles, yea, ‘tis even marvellous to fome 
how I have remained to this Day. But itisa 
Pleafure to me to think that thofe very Perfons 
who now hate and endeavour to hurt me, 
will, hereafter, receive Benefit from what I have 
advanced : And indeed, the very Nature of this 
new Scheme, is to teach Men to do Good for 
Evil, in imitation of God and his Son, and to 
do Good to our Enemies, in hopes to reclaim 
them: And indeed, if I verily believe my Ene- 
mics fhall one time or other be gathered toge- 
ther with me in Chrift, and become part of 
that glorious Society ; this naturally puts me 
upon feeking after their Reformation, If I ve- 
rily believe that our Lord came from Heaven 
on purpofe to reconcile me and my Adverfaries © 
together, by proving that the more humble 
any Perfon is, the more fuch a one is fit for . 
Happinefs. I fay, don’t fuch a Belief as this, 
prepare the Mind for the deepeft Impreffion of 
Virtue. 

. But to believe that Chrift came to merit of 
God for Men, is to rob God and his Son of all 
their Glory, of all their Goodnefs, Kindnefs, 
Mercy and long Forbearance, which diftinguithes 
& good Being froma bad one. If God fold 


Men’s Happinefs to his Son, and the Son is the 
exprefs Image of the Father, and what he feeth 


the Father do, that he doeth alfo, then he os

fell thefe Bleffings to others ; this Notion is the : 


‘Root of Popery, Tyranny and Slavery, as ‘I have 
fufficiently proved long ago ; but if, according 
to the new Scheme, Chrift gave himéelf for us, 
he that was rich became poor for their. fakes, 
who were poor that we might be made rich ; 
And if God therefore highly exalted him, 
and gave him infinitely more Riches becaufé 


he expended his All for the Sake of the- 


Creation ; I fay, if this is the Cafe, as the Scrip- 
ture evidently declares it is, as I think I have 


madeappear, beyond all exceptions ; then we fee, 


that thofe who have any Endowments, and do 
{pend them to do others good, fhall be amply 
rewarded of God for their fo doing, for he is nu 


Refpector of Perfons, This Doétrine naturally 


tends to prevail opon every rational Being, 
to do as much good to others as he can, be- 
caufe he well knows hereby, that he hall be 
greatly rewarded of ‘God for thefe good Works, 
as our Lord was. Did this Dogtrine univerfally 
prevail, it would fo reform Mankind that they 
would never learn to War again{t one another 
any more, and then that Prophefy would come 
_to pafs, that they will beat their Swords intoPlow- 
Shares and their Spears into Pruning-books; for 
according to the Doétrine of the Gofpel of 
Chrift, as I have explained it, if any refufe to da 
good to others, they do thereby loofe infinitely 
more than they can gain by ir: This Doctrine 


is the Stone that will deftroy all that oppofe it, 


and will, { doubt not, fill the whole Earth. 
Fourthly, That the Saints oppofe dicir 
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~ Saints I mean thofe who love Virtue more than 


real Intereft in their not adhering to Truth. By: 


Vice ; by their not following Truth ; I intend: 
their not examining into the true Nature of 
thofe Principles which tend to promote Truth, 
I mean their contradicting their own Intereft, 
by their owning fach Doétrines which na- 
turally tend to deftroy Virtue; and I think 
"us eafy to fee, that the Saints of this) Genera- 
tion do act againft their own Intereft. The 
Kingdom of the Saints, the Kingdom of God, 
and the Intereft of Virtue I take to mean one 
and the fame thing. Now, that Doétrine 
which tends tocaufe Men to believe, that God is 
not only the real Author of all Sin, but that Sin 
is the Caufe of all the Honour God has from his 
Creatures: I fay, fuch a Doétrine is deftrudtive 
to all Virtue, and that the old Scheme naturally 


tends thug to difhonour God and corrupting 


Mankind, is evidently plain, if we confider the 
following Lines. 

Firfi, lf Chrift died for our Sins, who were 
then unborn, then our Sins, tho’ not then in 
being, were imputed unto him; and then thefe 
Things wilinaturally follow ; firft, chat we could 
not help committing thefe Sins ; or, fecondly, 
if we could, then he fuffered for Sins which 
might not be committed, 

Secondly, If Chrilt died. for our Sins feven-— 
tecn hundred Years before we were guilty. of 
any Sin at all, then when we become Sinners, 
yea, tho’ we are as wicked as we can be, yet if 


our Sins were paid for before we were born, we 


ought not to fuffer for thof Sins, and then we 
may fin without Fear. Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, According to this old Scheme, the 
smore wicked the Ele& are, the more God’s dif- 
tinguifhing Grace do appear, to give his Son to 


fuffer inftead of fuch wicked Creatures; and 
the more Virtue and lefs Sin is found in thefe 
Reprobates, the more does God’s diftinguithing 
Grace appear in damning them; for the more 
Diftinction he makes, the more diftinguifhing 
-Grace appear. That is, if according to this old 
Scheme, God’s chief Glory confifts in his hav- 
ing Refpeé to Perfons, then he will undoubted-- 
ly caft all good People down to Hell, and ad- 
vance all the Wicked to Glory and Happinefs. 
This is the Scheme of the Author of the late 
Pamphlet called FreeGrace: Indeed, and indeed 
this is the true Nature of the old Scheme, as 
you may fee in an Expofition on the New Tefla- 
ment, by Mr. foba Trapp, dated 1656. Second 
Edition, he fays, Page 626, in his Remarks on 
Rom. iii, 31. that Ifebius Agricola, was the firft 
Antinomian that ever was; that he and his 
Followers held, that fo foon as a Man begins to 
think how to live godly and modeftly, he pre- 
 fently wanders from the Gofpel ; that a Man 
was never truly mortified till he had put out all 
Senfe of Confcience for Sin ; that if his Con- 
fcience troubled him, that was his ]mperfection 
he was not mortified enough ; and that they 
grieved that they did grieve fo much for their 
Sins, and that they have prayed fo oft and done 
other holy Duties. 
This is the old Scheme, as taken from their 


own Words; and tho’ ’tis the moft diabolical 
2 | and 
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and contrary to all God’s Perfeétions, as well 


as to the Happinels of Mankind, both jp 
this World and alfo that which is to come: 
Yet ail this horrid Blafphemy is naturally con- 
tained ig the Notion of Chrift dying for Men's 
Sins before they were born ; becaufe they do 
fuppofe that the wickeder thofe Men are for — 
whom Chrift thus died, the more God’s diftin- 
guifhing Grace appears ; and therefore Chrif- 
tians in general in our Days do own the true 
Nature of thefe Blafphemous Notions, tho’ 
they deny the Confequences of what they ac- 
knowledge. 

But it is here objected thus, How can any 
conclude from Scripture that the wickeder Men 
are, the more they fhall honour God, and be 
the more fit for Glory ? 

Anfwer, Becaufe the Scripture fometimes 
fays, Ye are faved not of Works, left any Man 
Should by Grace are ye faved, and that not of 


ofves,"tis the Gift o/ God; thereare many Ex- 


preifions of the fame nature, which I have ex- 
plained in feveral latePam phiets, which Ihavenot 
time here to repeat: They miftaking the Na» 
ture of che! Salvation, and the Pe:fons intended 
jn thofe Texts, have thus wrefted Scripture to 
their own Contufion; and I think all who 
own that Ciarjlt died for Sins then not com- 
mitted do maintain ntinomianijin. 

The Dejits object thus, the Bible fets forth | 
Chrift as a propitiatory Sacrifice; we own we 
don’t know what is meant by it, we know the 
Deity cannot be propitiated by any Sacrifice 

| what- 
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whatever. Reafon without the Bible teaches that. 

, Tis true, there are many Expref- 
fions in the Bible that {peaks of Chrift as a pro- 
itiatory Sacrifice for the whole World, tafted 
th for every Man, taketh away the Sin of 
the World, the Saviour of the World; thefe 
and many other fach-like Expreffions are put 
in fuch general Terms, that all the World of 
Mankind, muft be included : If this Salvation is 
eternal, as is the common Notion, then ’tis 
impoffible any can be miferable hereafter, be — 
they never fo wicked.’ I therefore conclude that 
thefe Texts are to be applied only to them of 
that Generation, or elfe I think all Religion i is to 
no purpok, What fignifies Repentance if Chrift 
has paid all our Debts before we were born ; 
and to fay he paid our Debts on Condition we 
repent, is inconfiftent to Scripture and Reafon; 
becaufe nothing is more evident than that God — 
‘would forgive penitent Sinners if Chrift had not 
died at all, becaute he is good ; and therefore I 
conclude that the Salvation wrought out by 
Chrift as above-mention’d, was only temporal, 
and related to that Generation only in which 
he lived ; if any Body can put it into a better 
Li ight 1 thall be glad to fee it. 

The Reafon why I wrote thefe following 
Lines was not only to fhew thefe Gentlemen 
their uncharitablenefs, but alfo if pofflible, to 
preferve my Wife from being over prefled and 
deje€ted about Mr, Cornthwait's unteafonable 
Condué to her: She defired to joyn herfelf to 
his Church, and was refufed, only becaufe fhe
